Eastern engineers commissioned 
by H. H. Helbush company to 
build the $4,000,000 cement plant 
on Redondo boulevard, between 
Lomita and Walteria in the edge 
of the Palos Verdes hills, have 
arrived and begun their prelimi¬ 
nary work of planning for the, 
huge plant, it became known to¬ 
day. Actual breaking of ground 
Is expected to begin in March. 

The first unit of the plant to 
be built will cost $2,500,000 and 
will have an output of 6,000 bar-j 
rels of cement per day. Comple-^ 
tion later of another unit, bring¬ 
ing the total investment up to 
$4,000,000, will increase the 
capacity per day to 10,000 bar-,, 
rels. 

RAW MATERIAL ' 

The site is 103 acres purchased- 
frojn the ^aloa^ 

and is said by Mr. Helbush, fol¬ 
lowing thorough investigation of 
rock deposits, to contain enough 
raw material for cement to keep 
the plant busy for 70 years. The 
plant will employ 400 men. 

An administration building afid 
several factoi'y buildings will be 
erected, facing on Redondo boule-| 
vard, with a set-back of 100 feet 
and an artistically decorated ap¬ 
proach.

of residence communities, especially those 
of the poorer classes of people. Houses are 
usually placed on narrow lots, crowded to¬ 
gether' regardless of relation to adp.n.ng 
houses, and utterly out of keepng with one 
another in character or appearance. e 
have clearly seen the possiblities of using 
the same lots, spending the same amount of 
money, and giving some thought to the de¬ 
sign and placing of the houses. It has been 
clearly demonstrated that an infinitely more 
livable community of homes than usually 
obtains can be created at no greater expen¬ 
diture in building cost and no greater use 

of land. , , 

Fig 1 shows the usual thoughtless man- 

ncr of placing houses with detached garages 
In most cases they are^ placed 
hit or miss, unrelated in both 
character and form and visually 
lined up like a lot of tin sol¬ 
diers. Garages and service yards 
are given no thought at all and 
are generally an eyesore to the 
community. 

Figures II and HI show what 
can be done by grouping the 
houses in a studied manner, 
varying the set-backs and relat¬ 
ing the houses in form and char¬ 
acter. These groups are made 
up of five and six-room units, 
each one an independent house 
on an individual lot. See Fig¬ 
ures IV. V, VI and VHI. Each 

house has an attached garage 
and in some cases these garages 
are joined together, making a 
party wall serve for two garages. 
This helps the mass effect of the 
houses, giving the appearance of 
few-er and larger houses m the 
block. Assuming two lots ordi¬ 
narily to have four units that 
' is. two houses and two detached 
garages — this scheme, then re¬ 
duces these four units for two 
lots to one unit for two lots making less 
units in the block, or in ten lots, five 
units instead of the usual twenty. 1 his 
scheme also has the additional advantage 
of enabling the two garages to use_ one 
drive, thereby eliminating the multitude 
of drives that generally obtain. This drive 
also serves as the entrance walk for two 
houses, thus overcoming the cut-up appear¬ 
ance usually resulting from each 
lot having a drive and entrance walk. 1 his 
preserves the area In front of each house

Anything we can do to stimulate the de¬ 
velopment of attractive residential areas in 
industrial districts is well worth while.

For 
no matter how low in the social scale peo¬ 
ple may be they ultimately recognize, ap¬ 
preciate, and derive benefit from the things 
of real beauty once they are made available. 

The writer has for many years observed 
the hap-hazard and thoughtless development 


of residence communities, especially those 
of the poorer classes of people. Houses are 
usually placed on narrow lots, crowded to¬ 
gether regardless of relation to adjoining 
houses, and utterly out of keepng with one 
another in character or appearance. We 
have clearly seen the possibllties of using 
the same lots, spending the same amount of 
money, and giving some thought to the de¬ 
sign and placing of the houses. It has been 
clearly demonstrated that an infinitely more 
livable community of homes than usually 
obtains can be created at no greater expen¬ 
diture in building cost and no greater use 
of land. 

Fig. 1 shows the usual thoughtless man¬ 
ner of placing houses with detached garages. 

In most cases they are placed 
hit or miss, unrelated in both 
character and form and usually 
lined up like a lot of tin sol¬ 
diers. Garages and service yards 
are given no thought at all and 
are generally an eyesore to the 
community. 

Figures II and III show what 
can be done by grouping the 
houses in a studied manner, 
varying the set-backs and relat¬ 
ing the houses in form and char¬ 
acter. These groups are made 
up of five and six-room units, 
each one an independent house 
on an Individual lot. See Fig¬ 
ures IV, V, VI and VIII. Each 
house has an attached garage 
and In some cases these garages 
are joined together, making a 
party wall serve for two garages. 
This helps the mass effect of the 
houses, giving the appearance of 
fewer and larger houses in the 
block. Assuming two lots ordi¬ 
narily to have four units — that 
is. two houses and two detached 
garages—this scheme, then re¬ 
duces these four units for two 
lots to one unit for two lots, making less 
units in the block, or In ten lots, five 
units instead of the usual twenty.

Eastern engineers commissioned 
by H. H. Helbush company to 
build the $4,000,000 cement plant 
on Redondo boulevard, between 
Lomita and Walteria in the edge 
of the Palos Verdes hills, have 
arrived and begun their prelimi¬ 
nary work of planning for the, 
huge plant, it became known to¬ 
day. Actual breaking of ground 
is expected to begin in March. 

The first unit of the plant to 
be built will cost $2,500,000 and 
will have an output of 6,000 bar-< 
rels of cement per day. Comple¬ 
tion later of another unit, bring¬ 
ing the total Investment up to 
$4,000,000, will increase the 
capacity per day to 10,000 bar¬ 
rels,

Yet these 
houses are essentially Spanish. The same kind of houses built in Florida 
are Spanish rather than “Floridan.” 

Houses of the Mediterranean tradition are not the only kind de¬ 
veloped in California. We have the so-called California bungalow type 
which has no relation to the “Spanish” and is famed in every part of the 
country where books of house plans are on sale. Then there is the 
rustic type of house which liberally employs our native redwood and 
uses rough logs for exterior finish. Both of these classifications are 
purely “Californian architecture.” 

The houses in Palos Verdes, which follow the Spanish models, are 
more than “Californian” houses. They are as much Spanish as are the 
words. "Palos Verdes,” the name of the rancho from which Palos Verdes 
Estates takes its name. We owe much to Spain on this coast, and 
without any disloyalty to our State or lack of "patriotism” can afford to 
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Estates or Green Trees Estates, the Record sees no valid reason why 
the word “Spanish” may not be applied to our domestic architecture. 
If the art jury desires to be more specific and employ the term “Spanish- 
Californian,” that is another story.

Like every other distinctive development of archi¬ 
tecture, as the foregoing definition clearly points out, 
California architecture reveals the influence of other 
schools but the adaptation and blending have re¬ 
sulted in a charming composite that is so distinctive 
in itself as to have created an entirely new type of 
architecture. 

Both American and European tourists are im¬ 
pressed with the beauty and singular adaptability of 
California architecture, which merges into its en¬ 
vironment of scenery and climate seemingly an in¬ 
tegral part of nature’s setting.

That there has been created in 
California a distinctive type of 
architecture that deserves to be 
known as California architectui’e is 
th© opinion of some of the leading 
architects of the West, men who have 
contributed in large measure to the 
creation of this style or type which 
has borrowed trite from the Mediter¬ 
ranean, some from the Spanish and 
perhaps considerable from the mis¬ 
sions which the padres established in 
their conquest of California.

Hillside Homes of California 


By MARC X. GOODNOW 

F ew phases In the domestic life 
and growth of California have 
been more rapid or more strik¬ 
ing than the development of hillside 
homes. Within so short a time as five 
years the hills have been peopled by 
many thousands of those who have 
felt the appeal of the open spaces, 
the great out-of-doors in which mild 
temperatures, brilliant sunshine and 
vistas of snow-clad mountain peaks 
or the blue expanse of the ocean 
play their alluring and conspicuous 
part.

Using of L. A. Land Protested 


Rare 1833 Record Bared

property by the missionary 
fathers in the early pueblo 
days of this city was not an easy 
feat to accomplish. 

Even when they did succeed in 
getting it, a few citizens would 
protest the use of it for raising 
crops and stock. 

It appears from two old docu¬ 
ments, dated March 12, 1833, 

recently found among the records 
of the Title Insurance and Trust 
Company, that two men, Domingo 
Carrillo and Nemicia Dominguez, 
were in possession of the property 
known as “ Las Virgenes” and 
described as being ’’twelve 
leagues to the west of the City of 
Our Lady of the Angels, and dis¬ 
tant from the Mission of San Fer¬ 
nando about five leagues toward 
the coast.” 

They complained to the Sup¬ 
erior Political Chief, the Governor 
of the Department of Alta Cali¬ 
fornia, that the Mission ’’has upon 
its own notion placed a small 
number of sheep upon the tract 
without any necessity for it. 

"Under these circumstances it 
will not be surprising that the 
Mission should seek lo interpose 


opposition to our opposition with 
out any Just cause for opposing 
us.” 

On the grounds that the sheep 
would interfere with the raising 
of crops, the two men asked that 
the nuisance be abolished. 

The-Mission, feeling that it was 
encrnaching upon the land only 
through necessity, answered as 
follows. "The Priest of the Mis¬ 
sion discerns that he will be un¬ 
able to feed and clothe the Indians 
for want of a place where the 
necessary stock for this purpose 
can be kept. If it is not permit¬ 
ted to use this tract the Mission 
will be reduced to the plain alone, 
which fay the month of June, 
even in years of good rainfall, 
has nothing upon it. It follows 
that the bands of breeding mares 
as well as the cattle will stray 
off toward the town (Los Angeles) 
or wherever they can, and the 
place will then be without ani¬ 
mals. The said tract is of no 
use for cultivation anyway, be¬ 
ing only good for grazing of sheep, 
horses and cattle, and if it Is 
denied to the Mission it will fol* 
fow that there will not be enough 
food for the Indians nor wool to 
to clothe them.”

H. N. ■Wteeler, “trustee” for 
Would-be' homesteaders who yearn 
to acguire for a dollar and a quar¬ 
ter an acre San Fernando Valley 
land worth from a thousand dollars 
an acre up to many thousands, yes¬ 
terday quoted that opinion before 
Senators Gerald P. Nye. Porter H. 
Dale and Sam G. Bratton In the be¬ 
ginning of the Senate committee 
hearing on alleged Mexican land 
grant frauds. He alleged that It 
had some bearing on the validity of 
Sand titles in the Ban Fernando 
Valley. , 

: “Don PIo Pico is about five feet 
seven inches high.” reported Colo¬ 
nel J. D. Stevenson of the First 
New York .Regiment, 'icorpulent. 
very dark, with strongly marked 
African features.” 

The colonel went on to write .that 
I' Pio Pico showed “no more intelli¬ 
gence than the rancheros generally 
do.” and that while he could sign 
:his name. It was reported that he 
.could not write a connected letter. 

SENDS UP TWO PICTURES 
Wheeler triumphantly sent up to 
the Senators, on the bench of De¬ 
li partment 6 in the old Courthouse, 
an old wood cut of Pio Pico and a 
postcard picture of Uncle Tom. 

“What is your'purpose In making 
.this comparison of piotures?” da* 

[ manded Senator Date, indignantly, 
j Wheeler eaid his purpose was to 
jahow “what was back of all this 
that made such frauds possible.” 

Late In the day Wheeler named 
for the committee the following 
grants which the homesteaders are 
attacking:

Senator Nye asked 'Wlieeler to 
have bis wltnesBOB present, and 
Wheeler responded by reading his

ready to spend a hundred million 
dollars to block the would-be home¬ 
steaders.

Separately the Senators told 
him that Irvine’s oral testimony 
would not affect title to his ranch 
lands. 

BRATTON EXPLAINS PURPOSE 

The purposes of the Inquiry were 
gtatod by Senator Bratton, at the 
request of Chairman Nye, to be to 
determine facts upon which to base 
recommendations for legislation. If 
any, to correct ■wrongs and to pre¬ 
vent their recurrence elsewhere un 
der familiar circumstances. 

The Senator did not specify as 
to the character of possible wrongs.

B ecause there are no yachts, 

riding gracefully at anchor on 
Santa Monica Bay, this is not because 
there are no yachtsmen ashore, with 
weather eyes cocked to sea, wishing 
they had a pile of rocks to anchor 
their craft behind. 

State Senator Charles W. Lyon, who 
has brains and enterprise, has notified 
Santa Monica people that the enabling 
act to pave the way for a regional as¬ 
sessment district to pay for a yacht 
harbor off shore here, will pass with 
little opposition. This act will allow 
the Board of County Supervisors to 
call an election to consider a bond is¬ 
sue for the construction of a break¬ 
water in Santa Monica Bay at an esti¬ 
mated cost of $3,500,000. 

While there is a v^^ell defined inter¬ 
est in this movement which originated 
in Santa Monica,%it is apparent that 
this is equalled, in the matter of public 
opinion, in Beverly Hills and Holly¬ 
wood, and exceeded there in private 
circles because most of the Southern 
California yacht owners reside in that 
area. 

^‘Pacific Coast Yachting” in the 
March issue, deploring the fact that 
although $400,000 has been raised for 
a yacht harbor on the ^los 
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shares of Its common capital sti the United 
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and Clinton J< 
.shown tw’o form 
homesteading sei 
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Estates, a sum of $100,000, which is 
necessary to complete the enterprise, 
is as far off as ever, and that is ever 
so far. 

“Then again, there is a project on 
foot for a three-mile breakwater olf 
Santa Monica,” states H. B. Warren in 
this article, under’ “The Need for 
Yacht Harbors”: 

“This has the backing of the University 
Branch of the Los Angeles Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, of the Pacific Palisades Association 
and of the chambers of commerce of Holly¬ 
wood, Beverly Hills, Santa Monica and Ven¬ 
ice. The idea has the support of every real 
estate man in the' western part of Los An¬ 
geles and in all the beach cities affected. The 
aim is to provide a harbor and bathing beach 
for the public before all the water front prop¬ 
erty at the beach shall have passed into pri¬ 
vate ownership, and also to have a central 
point where all the water sport activities, 
including yachting, held in connection with 
the Olympic Games in 1932. can be staged. 

“Wlrat are yachtsmen doing to support 
this project? Nothing, with one or two ex¬ 
ceptions. The money must be raised through 
a $3,000,000 bond issue covering Santa Mon¬ 
ica. Venice. Beverly Hills, Hollywood and the 
w’estern part of Los Angeles. This project 
should have the support of every yachtsman. 
Those who wish to help should communicate • 
with the Chamber of Commerce at Beverly 
Hills. Here is a case where the yachtsmen

Allen Field Opened 

An outstanding feature of the 
last year’s devdopment was the 
opening of Allen field on Terminal 
Island. San Pedro’s first airport, 
for joint navy and commercial use. 
Recently it was announced that the 
Douglass Aircraft corporation of 
Santa Monica Intends to develop 
the field for assembling and test¬ 
ing amphibian planes. The corpora¬ 
tion hopes eventually to build an 
amphibian and seaplane factory in 
connection with tha field. 

One of the most significant de¬ 
velopments from a residential 
standpoint was that of boating fa¬ 
cilities at the recently completed 
Cabrillo bathing beach.

plantings for their grounds. They appreci¬ 
ate the fact that the architects designed 
their houses with the intention of softening 
certain wall lines with shrubbery and vines.” 

The nursery is being taxed additionally 
because of the American habit of snatching 
up any growing thing which has beauty. 
The wi'd spots which were planted to lupins, 
poppies, Mariposa lilies, and even the culti¬ 
vated parkways where the very civilized iris 
grows, are continually robbed by passers-by, 
with the result that numerous replacements 
have to be made, and the wild things do n'f' 
have an opportunity to reproduce. 

The following figures were given by Jas. 
T. Morton, nursery superintendent, who has 
had charge there since the inception of the 
work. In six years the nursery has fur¬ 
nished, and the park department has set out 
150,000 trees, 250,000 shrubs, and almost 
countless plants — literally many millions. 
Sixty thousand ivy geraniums are now on 
hand for replacement. 2 'd ,000 of the pink 
kind and 40.000 of lavender. Every foot of 
fifteen acres set aside in a secluded place for 
the nursery is now in use. 

The fact that this nursery is one of the 
very closest to the sea in all this section 
leads many home builders of the beach cities 
to Mr. Morton for advice as to suitable 
plantings. 


in the seed house are 2,500 Monterey pines, 
with 6,500 more, of a larger size, out in the 
“can yard,” where the replanted infants oc¬ 
cupy tin cans or earthenware pots. 

For ornamental planting in doorways, the 
Italian cypress is a prime favorite, and a 
close second is the Chinese arbor vitae, or 
Thuja Orientalis. The Italian cypress grows 
about two feet a year, and is very long-lived. 
Two compact blocks of young trees, man 
high, number 3,500 individuals at the nur¬ 
sery. 

Where quick growth is wanted, the euca¬ 
lyptus is most favored. Terti Cornis, an ex¬ 
ceedingly fast-growing eucalypti, pops up 
six to eight feet in a year. The pepper and 
grevilia, although feathery and graceful, are 
not favored at Palos Verdes except for cor¬ 
ners or against hillsides where they will not 
obstruct the view. 

W. H. Miinroe, superintendent of the park 
work, has this to say, in regard to choice of 
plants: “To design a planting for any given 
locality, we must consider landscaping, both 
mass effect and silhouette; color of both 
blossoms and foliage — for there are many 
shades of green- -and sturdiness in bolding 
their own against the winds on certain 
slopes and in canyon draws. 

“Then there is the personal taste of the 
home owner to be considered. Residents 
frequently ask for suggestions about suitable 
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flourish in the background. 
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HE VET0/hxiGivernor Young of 
Senate Bill^o. 7f7 is something of 
a blow to the hopes of Los Angeles 
yachtsmen for the yachting events of the 
Olympiad in 1932. This bill if passed 
would have made it possible for the peo' 
pie of Santa Monica, Beverly Hills, Hol¬ 
lywood and western Los Angeles to vote 
upon the issuance of bonds for the build¬ 
ing of a three million dollar breakwater 
otf Santa Monica. The resulting harbor 
would have been for recreational pur¬ 
poses only, and would have taken care 
of an enormous fleet of yachts. It would 
have brought yachting into Santa Mon¬ 
ica Bay, where the surroundings are 
more in keeping with the sport than is 
Los Angeles Harbor. It would also have 
furnished an ideal place for the swim¬ 
ming events of the Olympic Games. 

Now that the bill is lost it will be im¬ 
possible to build this particular harbor 
by 1932, even if the next session of the 
Legislature should repass the bill and the 
Governor should sign it. That means 
that Los Angeles is very likely to lose 
both the yachting and swimming events 
of the games. 

There is only one chance of retain¬ 
ing them, and that is for the yachtsmen 
to build their own harbor in the mean¬ 
time. Fortunately there are other break¬ 
water projects in Santa Monica Bay, all 
of which have been prepared by compe¬ 
tent engineers and are feasible if the 
money can he raised. The first of these 
is that of the Pacific Coast Yacht Club. 
It purposes to build a half-million dollar 
breakwater at Bluff Cove on tha Fajps 
Verdes Estates. This is something that 
can be'compTeted^thin a year, and it 
contains all the elements of a satisfac¬ 
tory solution of the yatchsmen’s present 
difficulties. The surroundings are very 
'} beautiful, lending a background in keep- 
i ing with the sport of yachting. The dub 
' will own part of the beach and hold the 


rest on a 99'year lease, so that no per¬ 
sons not connected with it will have 


access to the anchorage. The harbor will 
be only eleven miles from Los Angeles 
Harbor, so that the yacht yards will not 
be so remote as would be the case at 
Santa Monica. 

This is the only harbor that could be 
made ready in time for the Olympic 
Games, so that it is decidedly worth the 
while of yachtsmen to investigate it. If 
things could be gotten under way right 
3 -way, everything would be in smooth 
running order by 1932, or before, and 
at the same time yachting would take 
a great forward step immediately after 
the announcement that such a harbor 
will be built. Just the assurance of a 
suitable, adequate anchorage will do 
more than a hundred years of propagan¬ 
da. We are facing a real, definite need 
for a place to keep our yachts where the 
water is clean and the surroundings at¬ 
tractive. This project will provide them 
and is decidedly worthy of support. 

Then there is a very ambitious proj¬ 
ect at Del Rey, involving the expendi¬ 
ture of many millions. There would be 
two 2600'ft. breakwaters, a large turn¬ 
ing basin and anchorage space for 1000 
yachts, and back of the turning basin 
would be a system of canals. This would 
provide many miles of water front prop¬ 
erty and each lot would have its own 
pier where the owner could mexir his 
yacht. This is altogether the finest thing 
of the kind yet thought of, and would 
undoubtedly be an overwhelming suc¬ 
cess, both from the point of view of its 
promoters and that of the yatchsmen, but 
it would require years to complete it. It 
will unquestionably receive complete sup¬ 
port from yachtsmen when work is start¬ 
ed, but in the meantime our need is so 
pressing that we would do better to turn 
jto the Pacific Coast Yacht Club, which 
offers almost immediate relief. 




Then there was the Santa Monica j 
project, and this will doubtless be , 
brought up again as soon as the ma¬ 
chinery of the Legislature will permit.

Now, commercial vessels are exceeding¬ 
ly expensive to operate, and owners of 
such craft are not going to be foolish 
enough to let them lie idly at anchor 
in a yacht harbor where they can not 
find the facilities they need merely for 
the sake of turning up their noses at the 
owners of the harbor. So let’s use just 
a little common sense about this matter. 
We do not have to fear to go ahead and 
build our yacht harbors because of the 
bogey man of commercial vessels. An 
occasional fish boat may anchor in our 
harbors, but as she cannot land her crew, 
take on fuel, or discharge her cargo, she 
will not stay very long. So I really do 
not think we shall have many worries 
Otfi that score.

FTER several weeks of in* 
tensive planning by rail* 
road men, a huge kiln, 100 
feet long and 11 feet 2 inches in 
diameter, arrived over the Union 
Pacific from Wilkes-Barre, Pa., 
yesterday.

The central carved portions are beau¬ 
tifully weathered, streaked and soft¬ 
ened by the hand of time.

January 1, 1930, 104 miles of trunk 
sewers and 12 miles of joint outfall 
sewers had been constructed, leav¬ 
ing 5.3 miles of the former and 8.4 
miles of the latter to be built to 
complete the Metropolitan plan. The 
common treatment plant had also 
been finished on the same date. All 
the completed works appear to 
have been well constructed, are In 
service and call for no further com¬ 
ment. 

Joint Outfall. Key of Project 
The principal item of work In the 
Metropolitan plan is the section of 
joint outfall sewer from the com¬ 
mon treatment plant to the point 
of discharge. 5000 feet off shore 
near White Point, a distance of 8 4 
miles. This section of the Joint out¬ 
fall constitutes the key point of the 
entire Metropolitan plan and in¬ 
volves the maximum of cost and 
engineering difficulties. The esti¬ 
mate of cost as given by the engi¬ 
neer of the Metropolitan district, is 
about $5,000,000, or one half of the 
total of $10,080,000 of sewer bonds 
so far voted by Sanitary Districts 
No. 1, No. 2, No. 5 and No. 8. Curi¬ 
ously enough, although this remain¬ 
ing section of the joint outfall is 
the most important, costly and dif¬ 
ficult item of the whole Metropoli¬ 
tan plan, the construction details 
appear, thus far, to have been only 
vaguely determined. The structure

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In the Metropolitan plan, a sys¬ 
tem of trunk and outfall sewers col¬ 
lects the sewage from the various 
County Sanitation districts, now 
parties to the plan, and delivers It 
at a common treatment plant. On 
January 1, 1930. 104 miles of trunk 
sewers and 12 miles of joint outfall 
sewers had been constructed, leav¬ 
ing 5.3 miles of the former and 8.4 
miles of the latter to be built to 
complete the Metropolitan plan. The 
common treatment plant had also 
been finished on the same date. All 
the completed works appear to 
have been well constructed, are in 
service and call for no further com¬ 
ment. 

Joint Outfall. Key of Project 
The principal item of work in the 
Metropolitan plan Is the section of 
joint outfall sewer from the com¬ 
mon treatment plant to the point 
of discharge. 6000 feet off shore 
near White Point, a distance of 8 4 
miles. This section of the Joint out¬ 
fall constitutes the key point of the 
entire Metropolitan plan and in¬ 
volves the maximum of cost and 
engineering difficulties. The esti¬ 
mate of cost as given by the engi¬ 
neer of the Metropolitan district, is 
about $5,000,000, or one half of the 
total of $10,080,000 of sewer bonds 
so far voted by Sanitary Districts 
No. 1, No. 2, No. 5 and No. 8. Curi¬ 
ously enough, although this remain¬ 
ing section of the joint outfall Is 
the most important, costly and dif¬ 
ficult item of the whole Metropoli¬ 
tan plan, the construction details 
appear, thus far, to have been only 
vaguely determined.

The principal item of work in the

miles. This section of the joint out¬ 
fall constitutes the key point of the 
entire Metropolitan plan and in¬ 
volves the maximum of cost and 
engineering difficulties. The esti¬ 
mate of cost as given by the engi¬ 
neer of the Metropolitan district, is 
about $5,000,000, or one half of the 
total of $10,080,000 of sewer bonds 
so far voted by Sanitary Districts 
No. 1, No. 2, No. 5 and No. 8. Curi¬ 
ously enough, although this remain¬ 
ing section of the joint outfall is 
the most important, costly and dif¬ 
ficult item of the whole Metropoli¬ 
tan plan, the construction details 
appear, thus far, to have been only 
vaguely determined. The structure 
of the Palos Verdes Hills is known

With 
the exception of the two walks, all costs for this proposed plan are included in the esti¬ 
mate of $1,463,500. This includes two roadways paved 30 feet wide, each with a 10- 
foot rock and oil paved shoulder, four curbs, trees, grass, and water line.

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The Proposed Annexation 

T ' HE proposal to aiyiex extensive territory located to the east 
and sObtlJ (jrtHtf city at first thought raises some question 
as to the wisdifci of the move, especially when cognizance is taken 
of the fact that the eastern boundary of the territory which pro¬ 
poses to attach itself to the city of Hawthorne is as far flung as 
Normandie avenue. But when consideration is given to the cir¬ 
cumstances which force the people of this territory to seek shelter 
under the protection of some municipality, the proposal takes on 
a different aspect. It may be assumed as fact that no one con¬ 
nected either officially or unofficially with the city of Hawthorne 
would of their own volition have proposed an annexation compre¬ 
hending such extensive territory, but since the movement is fos¬ 
tered by citizens and property owners of the district it is proposed 
to annex, there assuredly would- be no logic or sound reason on the 
part of the city council or anyone else in this city doing otherwise 
than encouraging and cooperating with the movement. With the 
changed attitude of the city of Torrance toward the Hollywood- 
Vi^v Hnfi project from one of opposition to approval, 

I the prospect of the highway with its millions of cost becoming an 
actuality has become so menacing that the people of the district 
are seeking a way of escape without delay. This they believe they 
have found through annexation to Hawthorne. That, once accom¬ 
plished, will njake it possible for this city to extend its action not 
to be a pai-t of the Hollywood-Palos Verde»project assessment dis¬ 
trict, to the annexed territory, which of its own volition, unincor¬ 
porated or unattached to any municipality, is powerless to enforce 
its demands. The taxpayers of the territory, already groaning 
under the Alondra Park assessments of more than a million dol¬ 
lars are anxious to escape the threatened additional burden, which 
if it comes, will be several times larger. 

Presented suddenly with this proposal for annexation, on the 
par^ of the people who feel they are endangered by the menace of 
the cost of the highway project, the city council here who were 
only a few days ago apprised of the determination of the people of 
the district to seek a way out through annexation, have assumed 
an attitude and adopted a policy which is in every way commend¬ 
able. All the councilmen, both individually and collectively, have 
voiced the feeling that they will gladly welcome the district inta 
Hawthorne if the people who live in it choose to come, and that no 
obstacle will be placed in their way to hinder them from deciding 
the question either affirmatively or negatively according to their 
own judgement. Hawthorne officials have neither sought the an¬ 
nexation nor intrigued for it, but since the question is up, will 
guarantee to the people of the territory involved an opportunity 
for a fair and full expression of their wishes.

The two]major items which seem to be agitating the county in 
these hectic days which always precede an August primary elec¬ 
tion, have left Inglewood comparatively unruffled. They are the 
patent paving scandals and the rich man’s highway between 
P alos Verdes Estate an d Hollywood. 

The patent paving boys were given a rude jolt in Inglewood 
more than two years ago, when no “closed” specifications were 
permitted on any paving job. The only job of any consequence 
that has been laid by jjatent paving in the past few years is a 
portion of Prairie avenue. A patented base was used on North 
Commercial street, but this particular commodity doesn't seerh to 
have fallen under the ban like the other paving materials. 

Inglewood has gone definitely on record as being opposed to 
“patent” paving, which customarily closes bidding to all other 
forms not in the combine, and the pickings in this district for the 
patent gentry has been slim, indeed, during the past few years. 

The effort to have the poor man build a 150-foot highway 
between Palos Verdes and Hollywood, and thus open up for ex-, 
ploitation great acres of barren hillsides, also met with no enthus- | 
iasm in this city. As early as June, 1928, city council went on [ 
record definitely opposed to this scheme to provide for the per-1 
sons who live at Palos Verdes and Hollywood a great highway, ^ 
150 feet in width, to be paid for, of course, by “benefitting” prop- , 
erty owners. i

The American City Planning Insti¬ 
tute, American Society of Landscape 
Architects, American Civic associa¬ 
tion and Better Homes in America 
Federation have been asked to ap¬ 
point representatives to collaborate 
in this study, the findings of which 
are expected to have far-reaching 
effect on improving the appearance 
and attractiveness of American 
cities. 

The same subject of inquiry has 
also been proposed by Cheney to the 
International Federati(Jn for Housing 
and Town Planning, and it is hoped 
to have accurate statements of the 
planning measures which have been 
found effective, particularly in the 
older countries of Europe, published 
and available by the time that the 
findings in this country are brought 
together. 

“With the vast changes in cities 
and regions going on in this country 
due to the abandonment of a horse- 
and-buggy age, and the adoption of 
motor vehicles and the aeroplane, 
only pitifully few of our cities have 
been able to retain any marked in¬ 
dividuality and attractiveness," said 
Mr. Cheney.

M an for some 6000 years has been con¬ 
cerned to a very large degree in creating 
cities where the people therein could 
barter, commune, develop the arts and 
crafts, delve into the facts and mysteries cf science 
and religion, enjoy the exchange of ideas, witness 
contests of sports and the combats of man or beast 
and “strut” over those of less favored circumstan¬ 
ces. Through many centuries, cities were planned, 
placed and developed with security from opposing 
natural, animal and human forces as their chief 
concern. The early cities of China, Egypt, Baby¬ 
lonia, Syria, Palestine, Rome, Greece, mid Europe 
and America were walled cities and compactly built. 

With the coming of greater security and longer 
periods of peace and the in¬ 
creased size of political units, 
the barriers against the antag¬ 
onistic forces have moved put 
from the gates of the city to 
the gates of the nation. Older 
cities have proceeded to flow 
beyond the earlier borders and 
the idea of expansion has rax)- 
idly flowered with the last 
decade showing a tremendous 
decentralization movement 
affecting the placing, planning 
and developing of our newer 
American cities. 


W ITH an estimated Fed¬ 
eral population of 122,- 
500,000 in the present census, 
the national rate of growth will 
have been about 15 per cent. 
The census shows the urbani¬ 
zation of the nation is continu¬ 
ing in increasing measure and 
the nation’s population in the 
larger metropolitan districts is 
moving out into the suburbs at 
a surprising rate. Manhattan, 
the older district of New York 
City, has been losing population 
at the rate of about 65,000 per 
year, a decrease of 17.3 per cent, 
for a number of years, while 
the borough of Queens on Long

Island, where there is plenty of room to spread out, 
shows a gain through ten year period of upwards 
of 600,000 or 123.9 per cent. The little village of 
Jamaica where I lived some three years has in¬ 
creased more that ten fold. 

HICAGO appeal’s delighted with a popula- 
> tion of 3,373,753, an increase of 672,048 or a 
gain of 24.8 per cent. Evanston, however gained 
65.8 per cent and Berwyn gained 232.2 per cent. 
Philadelphia with 1,984,779, shows a gain of less 
than 80,000. Detroit with 1,564,397, gained 570,- 
719, a substantial gain, while Dearborn the “fliv¬ 
ver” city jumped to 50,000 population, a gain 
amounting to 1926.7 per cent. 

Los^ Angeles jumped to fifth 
place in the nation with a popu¬ 
lation of 1,231,730, a gain of 
655,057 or 113.5 per cent, but 
Beverly Hills, a suburb, goes to 
17,428, a gain of 2485.8 per cent. 

Cleveland hoped for 1.000.000 
population but was given 901,- 
482, an increase of 13.1 per cent. 
Clevelands Heights, however, 
gained 288.3 per cent. 

San Francisco confidently ex¬ 
pected 800,000 but was given 
625,975, a gain of 23.5 per cent, 
but suburban cities, like Palo 
Alto showed a very substantial 
gain. 

W E now have 

upwards of a million popu¬ 
lation and nineteen more in the 
100,000 class. The nation’s rate 
of growth is slowing down about 
one and one-half per cent a year. 
Some authorities see the time 
in the near future when the 
population of the country will 
be stabilized at about 150,000,- 
000. The human family has 
doubled in the last century and 
is now well over two billions.

The eucalyptus family is exceedingly pop¬ 
ular with us, but with the passing of the 
years and the introduction of many varie¬ 
ties, we have found that some are far more 
suitable to home and street plantings than 
are others. We have learned that the su¬ 
gar gum, or E. corynocalyx. becomes im- 
sightly with age and should never be given 
a conspicuous place, althou^ it Is a rapid 
grower and is splendid as a Source of wood. 
We’ve found that the greatly favored blue 
gum, E. globulus, develops enormously long 
and penetrating roots and is sure grief for

trees in bad repute because their surface 
roots are so large that they bulge up the 
sidewalks if they are set within some feet 
of such an opportunity. Not all the acacias 
come off with a clean slate, either, but most 
of them are highly regarded. 

The oriental plane tree, Platanus orlen- 
tale, is one of the flnest trees for planting 
in parkings or along streets and it is a 
happy choice for the home grounds. So 
is our beautiful native sycamore. The 
structure of this tree and its silvery bark 
with the golden patches on it are so pictur¬ 
esque when all the leaves have fallen from 
it that one hardly knows when it adds most ’ 
to the beauty of its surroundings. It’s a big 
tree in adult, stages, but it one has room for 
it, I think every California garden would be 
the finer for at least one. 

The elms, the American, and the grace¬ 
ful, delicate Chinese elm, and the silver 
maple are old friends worth cultivating 
here. The Chinese elm isn’t really quite 
in that class, being rather a recent 
but it’s a great tree. The coll-Iooking 
black walnut is a fine variety, as Is the 
much-planted Arizona ash. The sweet 
gum, or liquidambar tree, certainly 
shouldn’t be overlooked.’for It adds such a 
splendid note of color when its leav&s turn 
scarlet in late fall. And then there is the 
noble native valley oak, a slow grower 
but handsome at any stage of its growth, 
and the native oak, agxifolia. which is an 
evergreen better known as the live oak. 
The list is long, and I can’t possibly namJ 
all the trees suitable for our plantings that 
have few if any faults. Since there are so 
many to choose from, if you are planting 
even one tree, -don’t be satisfied until 
you’ve looked into the possibilities and 
selected the best possible one for your 
purpose. All trees are a blessing to some 
extent, but since there is a “best," why 
not have that?

T here is something in the atmos¬ 
phere of Southern California 
which inspires vision—and visions. 
Business men, artists, all sorts of 
folks, come here and begin to dream 
dreams.

Ver des. If you haven't been to Patos 
Verdes iately you should visit it now, 
for it is far more beautiful than it 
was even a year ago. In such com¬ 
munity development projects as Palos 
Verdes and Rancho Santa Fe, South¬ 
ern California set up new standards 
for the realty men of America, and 
many other communities, are follow¬ 
ing the fine examples set there. 

We drove to Palos Verdes yesterday, 
but not to see Palos Verdes. We went 
to see Margarete Matzenauer, the lat¬ 
est celebrity to dream great dreams 
for Southern California. Mme. Matz¬ 
enauer has been nineteen years with 
the Metropolitan Grand Opera. She 
was born in Hungary, the daughter of 
a singer and an orchestra conduc¬ 
tor. She cut her teeth on a tuning 
fork and was soothed to sleep by 
classic music. She made her debut in 
Strasburg and after three years there 
went to the Munich opera, and then 
to Beyreuth. She came to the Metro¬ 
politan in 1911 and made her debut in 
“Aida,” with Caruso. She has been 
with the “Met” ever since until this 
year, but for several years has spent 
as much of her time as possible In 
Los Angeles and recently got a chance 
to get a lovely house in Palos Verdes, 
which she intends to make her head¬ 
quarters, though she will continue to 
make concert tours at intervals.

Then they come back with 
Italian press notices, also paid for, 
and try to impose themselves on 
American audiences on the strength 
of having ‘won international recogni¬ 
tion.’ They succeeded fahly well at

ncome buildings constructed to date In West- 
1930, was reported yesterday by Harold Janss, 
vestment Corpioration. 

F A report completed last week re¬ 
veals that a total of 209 buildings 
of the income residential type have 
been completed in Westwood Hills 
during the past eight years. Fifty- 
three buildings, or 25,3 per cent of 
the total, were constructed during 
1930. Six hundred and eighty-nine 
of such units have been construct¬ 
ed during the eight-year period, 
while 171 were completed during the 
past year. 

Accommodations have been pro¬ 
vided for between 1200 and 1500 
students in the forty-five fraternity, 
sorority and dormitory buildings, 
all of which have been constructed 


Every community of the metropol¬ 
itan area immediately adjacent to 
Los Angeles made substantial gains 
in real estate activity during the 
last half of January, according to 
the regular bimonthly survey com¬ 
piled by the Security Title Insur¬ 
ance and Guarantee Company. 

There were 686 deeds filed in the 
entire area of Long Beach, Pasa¬ 
dena, Glendale, Santa Monica, Bur¬ 
bank and Beverly Hills during the 
last two weeks of last month. As 
compared with the corresponding 
period of December, when 684 
transfers of property were recorded, 
tnere was a gain of 184 deeds dur¬ 
ing the period of the current sur¬ 
vey. 

Financing instruments also 
showed a similar increase. With 
708 trust deeds and mortgages filed, 
there was a gain of 124, witti the 
sum of $3,222,826 involved during 
the two weeks’ time in new realty 
financing operations. 

LEADERSHIP ANALYZED 
An analysis of the survey made 
by the title company shows that 
Long Beach was the most active 
realty center and made also the 
highest gain compared to the cor- 
resixjnding period of the preceding 
month; that Burbank made the 
greatest increase in valuation of 
trust deeds and mortgages filed, and 
that Pasadena showed the greatest 
increase over its totals for the 
same E>eriod of last year. 

In Long Beach, there were 298 
transfers of property, a gain of 
sixty-three over the same period in 
December, and 229 trust deeds and 
mortgages were valued at $899238. 
There was a gain of forty-six 
financing instruments. 

Pasadena increased its December 
total by thirty-four transfers of 
property and its total for the same 
period of last year was increased 
by thirty-three deeds during the 
current survey. Deeds in Pasade¬ 
na numbered 148; mortgages and 
trust deeds, 123, and valuation, 
$480,379.

It is almost ludomatlc toat the 
laws permitting » certain course of 
sstion and controlling that oourse 
of action are usually enacted after 
the course of action has been prov^ 
beneficial. This is true of city 
planning. The laws permitting and 
controlling the various phases of 
city plan activity, including zoning, 
street layout, traffic and ttaffle 
planning and other phasep of the 
city plan development, came imo 

being only after the cities th^- 
selves had in one way or another 
Enforced the principles laid down W 
subsequent laws. Thus, ^der the 
old Chinese laundry and livery sta¬ 
ble cases and under the cases deal¬ 
ing with the law of nuisance, zon¬ 
ing procedure, as such, was enfor^ 
In California in the early elgWies. 
»nd In Los Angeles the first actual 
zoning or districting of the city ^ 
put into effect in 1909, although toe 
California State Zoning Enabling 
Act was not passed until 1917. 

For many years city engineers in 
those counties where a progressive 
view of city building was present 
had attempted m one way or an¬ 
other to force subdividers and 
others cutting vacant property in¬ 
to city lots to conform to city lay¬ 
out, but it was not until recent 
years that the laws of the State 
of California gave to the city en¬ 
gineers and county surveyors 
specific authority to force subd - 
viders to dedicate streets of a uni¬ 
form width and to dedicate streets 
which would mesh with the already 
existing street layout. With the 
advent, however, of the Map Piling 
Law, which made It possible for 
the city or county to compel a 
uniform observance of street lay¬ 
outs, the various civic authorities 
were able to project the city devel¬ 
opment on a proper and compre¬ 
hensive scale. 

Parks have always been considered 
as an essential element of munici¬ 
pal growth, and most cities early 
provided some park space, either 
by purchase, from gifts or other¬ 
wise, but it is only In recent years 
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of this work in an extra legal man¬ 
ner, and that the laws we now have 
come about as a result of this early 
work. 

It might be well to review toe ac¬ 
tivities of a few of the persons who 
for long years worked on city plan¬ 
ning procedure when there were few 
guides and few laws, and who made 
ground as they advanced:

Left to mourn the passing of the 
mine workman are his widow, 
Dolores, and four little children, all 
boys, between the ages of 4 and 11 
years. In the simple house which 
the Mendoza family calls home 
death has settled heavily, after it 
descended so cruelly and suddenly 
Saturday morning, taking in only a 
few short hours the life of he whom 
the wife and children loved as hus¬ 
band, father and provider. 

Mendoza was killed by a falling 
rock as he was at work in the mine 
belonging to the Dicalite company, 
situated back in the Palos Verdes 
hills. Mendoza had kn ttDn B ‘ Si gh t 
the- newly-installed track in¬ 
to the mine, and the rock detached 
itself from the wall, crushing Men¬ 
doza’s head between the rock and 
the track. 

Aji inquest into his death will be 
held tomorrow afternoon at Niland’s 
Mortuary, where the body now 
rests. Following the inquest, under 
the direction of a deputy coroner, 
funeral arrangements will be com¬ 
pleted. 

McKimey stortoa, of the Dica¬ 
lite Company, stated that after the 
earthquake on Friday, a thorough- 
examination was made of the mine 
tunnel to determine whether or not 
any of the structure had been weak¬ 
ened by the shock. No siich evi¬ 
dence was found. 

He stated that such accidents are 
very rare in earth of the composi¬ 
tion of that in the ’ Palos Verdes 
hills, and that he could give no 
planation of what had caused 
roclato falK-. —-

Several days before the great event 
Romero began preparation* at La Joya 
Lodge. An account of the event consists 
of incredible statistics on the amount of 
food that was cooked and served. Slight 
huge barbecue pits were required to roast 
the 20,000 pounds of meat. Thirty-five 
chefs jissisted Romero to prepare 3500 
pounds of salad, 2000 gallons of coffee 
and hundreds of pounds of frijoles. Also 
included were four truckloads of buns, 
two truckloads of apples and one hundred 
gallons of olive oil. But the greatest indi¬ 
cation of the proportion of food that was 
served is contained in the fact that it re¬ 
quired one hundred pounds of garlic for 
seasoning. 

People started for this great barbecue 
as early as four days before it took place. 
At dawn on Sunday the highway was con¬ 
gested with automobiles heading toward 
San Francisquito Canyon. Half a hun¬ 
dred motorcycle officers were unable to 
keep traffic moving, and Southern Cali¬ 
fornia’s greatest traffic congestion re¬ 
sulted. 

Only 38,000 persons of an estimated 60,- 
JOO were served. Many thousands never 
reached the vicinity of the barbecue. The 
chefs started the fires the night before 
and at 10 o'clock in the morning they be- 
qan serving the multitude. For six hours 
the throng passed in file at the barbecue 
pits. 

It was a g'-gantic task to arrange and 
cook for this throng, and Romero is proud 
that he fulfilled his assignment, But he 
has never feared crowds. Even today at the 
age of 78 years, if he were asked to barbe¬ 
cue for the entire population of Los An¬ 
geles he would reply, “All right, when?” 
And regardless of the multitudes that 
might be served, every portion of the de- 
' licious food would be flavored to the credit 
of Romero, Spanish Barbecue King.

The first controversy over the 
title to property under Spanish 
and Mexican land grants develop¬ 
ed in 1922, when William R. Price 
and Benjamin McLendon, together 
with a number of members of the 
Schcol of Applied Christian Psy¬ 
chology, filed homestead claims 
against property included in the 
Loiua de Santiago grant.
